Every- 
thing bearing  even  collaterally  upon  that  subject,  Ifis- 
torical,  ■  tseriptive  and  Biographical,  in  Dutch,  English 
and  French,  as  well  as  in  other  moderti  languages,  and  in 
Latin,  of  any  importance,  he  gathered  together  for  his  own 
study  and  use  as  the  author  of  "The  History  of  .Xew 
JYetherland,"  and  the  sole  IMitor  of  the  great  and  invalu- 
able series  of  volumes  of  its  Records  and  Historical  Docu- 
ments published  by  the  State  Government  of  Jfeiv  York. 
The  LJhrary  is  the  result  of  more  than  forty  years'  sole 
devotion  to  Mew  York  history.  It  is  probably  the  best 
workiTig  Library  of  Americana  in  general,  and  Mew  York 
Americana  in  particular,  ever  offered  at  public  sale  in 
this  city.

favor  of  slavery,  derived  from  Scripture,  are  at  least  not  new.
